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INTRODUCTION 


Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Jan.  2,  1928. 

Honorable  George  E.  Leach,  Mayor. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  privilege  of  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1927. 

During  the  year  1927  the  village  of  Richfield,  with  a  population  of 
6,000,  was  annexed  to  the  City  of  Minneapolis.  This  increased  the 
square  mile  area  from  53.2  to  58.9  square  miles.  As  in  fof*mer  years, 
the  Department  is  still  greatly  undermanned,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
we  are  getting  more  and  more  territory  to  police. 

Major  crime  has  greatly  diminished  in  Minneapolis,  statistics  show- 
ing that  there  were  considerably  less  crimes  than  for  the  previous  six 
years  in  the  City  of  Minneapolis.  Also  we  have  a  greater  percentage 
of  closed  cases  than  in  many  years  past.  For  example,  sixty-nine  men 
were  apprehended  for  highway  robbery  (street  holdup).  This  one 
figure  alone  shows  that  the  Department  has  been  functioning  with  a 
greater  degree  of  efficiency  than  in  the  past. 

While  the  number  of  stolen  automobiles  in  this  city  is  greater  than 
in  previous  years,  yet  the  percentage  of  recovered  automobiles, — 
96.1%, — shows  the  remarkable  success  we  have  had  in  recovering 
these  cars.  Our  automobile  accidents  have  been  a  trifle  more  than  in 
previous  years,  due  to  the  increased  number  of  automobiles  on  our 
streets,  yet  the  percentage  of  personal  injury  cases  shows  quite  a 
decline,  as  compared  with  recent  years. 

The  Police  Department  has  curtailed  expenses  as  much  as  possible 
during  the  year,  and,  by  so  doing,  has  been  able  to  obtain  additional 
automotive  equipment,  which  is  so  necessary.  We  have  stayed  well 
within  our  appropriation  for  the  current  year.  The  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  saw  fit  to  transfer  $1,500  from  our 
fund  to  another  department. 

Within  the  near  future  we  are  going  to  require  the  remodeling  of 
several  of  our  precinct  station  houses  and  the  erection  of  a  new 
building  to  replace  the  old  East  Side  Station  on  the  site  purchased 
four  or  five  years  ago. 

Out  of  the  $1,000  contingent  fund  allowed  me  for  special  investiga- 
tions out  of  the  city,  etc.,  I  have  expended  but  $398.  The  revenue 
derived  from  the  sale  of  old  stills,  barrels,  bottles,  etc.,  taken  in  liquor 
raids,  approximated  $708.08,  which  I  feel  has  been  a  very  good  show- 
ing in  that  respect. 

I  feel  that  we  have  had  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Police  Department.  I  have  enjoyed  the  work  very  much  and  want 
to  thank  you  most  heartily  for  the  splendid  support  that  has  been 
rendered  me  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Police 
Department.

HOMICIDES 


During  the  year  1927  there  were  recorded  the  same  number  of 
homicides  as  during  the  previous  year,  namely:  Two  manslaughters 
and  six  murders.  The  two  manslaughter  cases  resulted  from  auto- 
mobiles striking  pedestrians.  The  driver  of  the  automobile  in  one  of 
these  instances  was  acquitted  by  a  jury.  On  August  29th,  at  about 
12:20  a.  m.,  Louie  LaRose,  a  well-known  police  character,  was  arrested 
after  running  down  and  killing  a  man.  He  failed  to  stop  after  the 
accident,  but  a  citizen  in  another  automobile  followed  him,  and  after 
a  chase  of  about  three  miles  overtook  LaRose,  their  automobiles 
having  collided.  LaRose  was  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  serve 
a  term  of  from  2  to  20  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

On  March  17th,  at  about  11:30  p.  m.,  in  a  drunken  brawl.  John 
Winkler  was  shot  and  killed  by  Jack  Davenport,  an  ex-convict,  who  is 
also  well  known  to  the  police.  Davenport  fled,  and  the_  Hennepin 
County  Grand  Jury  returned  a  "no  bill"  in  this  case.  However,  we 
later  located  Davenport,  but,  in  view  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
he  was  not  prosecuted  here. 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  14th  James  Baros  shot  and  killed  Gust 
Panagapoulos.  This  murder  was  the  result  of  an  argument  that  they 
had  about  the  garnishment  of  James  Baros'  brother's  bank 
account.  The  assailant  was  arrested  by  an  officer  who  was  nearby. 
Baros  was  tried,  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  prison. 

Arthur  Hovey  was  stabbed  in  the  heart  at  about  12:15  a.  m.  on  June 
19th,  after  having  taken  exception  to  remarks  made  to  his  two  lady 
friends  by  Al  Johnson  and  his  two  young  men  companions.  Johnson 
was  tried  and  found  guilty  of  murder,  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary, 
and  his  two  companions  were  found  guilty  of  misdemeanor  charges 
and  committed  to  the  City  Workhouse. 

On  the  night  of  September  11th  John  Schlegel  was  stabbed  to  death 
by  an  unknown  assailant  in  one  of  the  cheaper  hotels.  Investigation 
revealed  no  motive  for  the  crime,  nor  could  any  clue  be  obtained  as 
to  who  the  assailant  was.    This  case  remains  unsolved  to  date. 

The  most  atrocious  murder  of  the  year  was  that  of  Miss  Pearl  G. 
Osten.  This  young  lady  was  last  seen  at  12:30  a.  m.,  October  2nd, 
leaving  a  street  car  two  blocks  from  her  home.  The  body  was  found 
at  4:30  p.  m.  the  same  date  in  a  nearby  shed.  Her  clothing  was  torn 
off,  and  she  was  ravished  and  strangled  to  death.  Every  clue,  however 
slight,  was  traced;  detectives  worked  incessantly,  days  and  nights, 
they  having  covered  various  parts  of  this  state,  Wisconsin  and  North 
Dakota,  but  without  any  success,  and  the  case  is  still  unsolved.  In 
the  face  of  this  discouragement,  however,  the  detectives  are  putting 
forth  their  best  efforts  to  apprehend  the  murderer. 

On  October  4th  Mrs.  Augusta  Dyplin  met  her  death  at  the  hands  of 
her  husband,  Adolph  Dyplin,  who  struck  her  on  the  head  with  a  piece 
of  lead  pipe.  He  was  readily  arrested,  and  confessed  that  it  was 
his  wife's  wish  that  he  kill  her.  Upon  examination  it  was  found  that 
he  was  insane,  and  he  was  committed  to  the  insane  asylum.

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IMPORTANT  ARRESTS 


With  the  numerous  important  arrests  made  by  and  for  the  Detective 
Bureau  during  the  year  1927  it  is  difficult  to  state  which  was  the  most 
important.  While  it  is  not  our  intent  to  flatter  ourselves  on  the 
remarkable  success  this  Bureau  has  experienced  in  apprehending 
highwaymen  during  the  past  year,  we  feel  that  we  can  point  with 
pride  to  our  arrest  record,  which  is  without  a  precedent  in  our  city. 

A  total  of  69  highwaymen  were  apprehended  in  1927.  In  addition 
to  this,  one  highwayman  committed  suicide  when  he  learned  he  was 
being  sought  and  realized  that  the  hand  of  the  law  was  closing  in  on 
him.  Within  half  an  hour  after  he  was  finger-printed  at  the  morgue 
by  our  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification  his  photograph 
was  produced  from  the  files,  and  his  identity  definitely  established. 
Exclusive  of  this  figure  also  was  the  arrest  of  two  young  highway- 
men in  Chicago  on  information  furnished  by  this  Department.  Th^y, 
however,  were  not  returned  to  this  city  on  account  of  standing  trial 
on  a  similar  charge  in  Chicago.  In  all,  72  highwaymen  were  removed 
from  society  as  a  result  of  our  efforts.  Almost  half  of  them  had 
previous  police  records  or  were  ex-convicts,  while  others  had  just 
embarked  upon  their  careers  of  crime,  which  bespeaks  well  of  this 
Bureau  in  the  prevention  of  further  robberies. 

Contrary  to'public  opinion  and  articles  appearing  in  various  publica- 
tions, the  so-called  "third  degree"  is  not  a  tenet  of  this  Department. 
About  60  verbatim  confessions  were  obtained  from  these  highwaymen 
without  any  threats,  violence  or  promises  of  immunity. 

Early  in  January,  1927,  Henry  Johnson  and  Edward  Hanke,  well 
known  to  the  public  as  "The  Big  Boy  and  his  pal,  The  Toad,"  were 
arrested  after  a  police  sergeant  was  shot  in  the  leg  by  Johnson  when 
trying  to  overpower  him.  These/  men  carried  on  a  series  of  sensa- 
tional holdups. 

Johnnie  McGee,  a  young  man  and  the  brains  of  a  gang  of  eight 
other  highwaymen,  held  up  quite  a  number  of  business  places,  at  some 
of  which  they  repeated.  One  of  their  novel  holdups,  and  about  the 
first  of  this  nature  committed  here,  was  that  of  a  residence,  where 
they  obtained  a  considerable  amount  of  diamonds  and  jewelry.  McGee 
and  all  but  one  of  his  pals  have  been  apprehended  and  sent  to  prison. 

William  Blair,  Jr.,  while  in  the  act  of  holding  up  a  gasoline  station, 
was  shot  and  killed  by  two  officers  who  secreted  themselves  in  the 
station,  as  this  place  was  held  up  by  Blair  on  two  previous  occasions. 
He  was  identified  at  the  county  morgue  as  having  participated  in 
several  other  holdups  in  this  city. 

Frank  Barr  and  Harry  Ryan  (alias  Miller),  both  having  previous 
police  records,  were  arrested  a  few  days  after  having  held  up  a  promi- 
nent restaurant  owner  and  his  wife  as  they  were  driving  into  their 
garage,  robbing  them  of  about  $1,500  worth  of  diamonds  and  jewelry. 
All  of  the  loot  was  found  on  the  person  of  one  of  these  men  and 
was  returned  to  the  owner. 

George  LaBelle,  known  as  the  "Fur-Collared  Bandit,"  perpetrated 
numerous  bold  holdups  during  the  winter  of  1926-1927,  having  held 
up  some  of  the  places  two  and  three  times.  Through  his  arrest  we 
recovered  about  $1,500  in  dresses  which  were  taken  in  a  burglary  of 
a  department  store.  Detectives  who  participated  in  his  arrest  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  alertness. 
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A  sensational  daylight  holdup  was  that  of  a  collector  for  the  John 
Hancock  Oil  Company  by  John  Kerr  and  John  E.  Heintz,  robbing 
him  of  about  $900.  About  half  an  hour  after  this  took  place  detectives 
arrested  John  Kerr  in  his  apartment,  found  the  gun  there  and  re- 
covered half  of  the  money.  Heintz  left  the  city,  but  detectives  traced 
him  to  the  southern  part  of  this  state.  An  intensive  search  was  begun, 
but  Heintz  succeeded  in  eluding  the  police  after  they  traced  him  to 
within  fifteen  miles  of  his  hiding  place.  The  search  was  continued, 
and  Heintz  was  arrested  in  this  city  about  two  weeks  later. 

Two  other  significant  arrests  were  those  of  Joel  Carlson  and  Arnold 
Moe.  These  men  held  up  seven  business  places  in  this  city  and  four 
in  St.  Paul. 

Frank  Rodgers  was  arrested  as  he  was  making  his  escape  from  a 
shoe  store  in  the  down-town  district  which  he  had  just  held  up.  He 
was  identified  asi  having  held  up  several  other  shoe  stores  and  also  a 
jeweler,  whom  he  robbed  of  about  $2,000  worth  of  diamonds  and 
jewelry. 

As  shown  in  the  report  of  homicides,  Al  Johnson  and  his  two  com- 
panions were  arrested  for  the  murder  of  Arthur  Hovey,  which  oc- 
curred at  about  12:15  a.  m.  on  June  19th.  These  men  were  located 
about  75  miles  from  Minneapolis  and  brought  to  Police  Headquarters 
in  less  than  twelve  hours  from  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the 
crime. 

Quite  a  number  of  important  arrests  for  outside  authorities  were 
made  by  this  Bureau,  but  lack  of  space  does  not  permit  enumerating 
them.  We  were  instrumental  in  arresting  John  Northrop  and  Frank 
Gibson,  together  with  their  accomplices,  known  as  the  Barge  brothers' 
gang,  wanted  by  the  Sheriff  of  Isanti  County  for  the  murder  of  an 
officer  in  Isanti,  and  also  wanted  in  other  states  for  murder  and  bank 
robbery.  Members  of  this  Bureau  went  to  Cambridge,  Minn.,  obtained 
confessions  from  these  men,  and  assisted  the  authorities  there  in 
every  possible  manner  in  this  case.  Northrop  and  Gibson  were 
sentenced  to  life  imprisonment. 

James  Depew,  an  arch  burglar,  was  picked  up  on  suspicion  by  de- 
tectives, and  on  searching  him  they  found  about  $1,500  worth  of  dia- 
monds. On  investigation  it  was  learned  that  these  diamonds  were 
taken  by  him  in  a  burglary  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  he  was  turned 
over  to  authorities  in  that  city. 

Another  significant  arrest  was  that  of  "Big  Jim"  Cellan,  who  also 
was  arrested  on  suspicion,  and  upon  checking  up  his  finger  prints,  it 
developed  that  he  escaped  from  the  Granite,  Oklahoma,  penitentiary, 
having  been  committed  there  on  a  charge  of  bank  robbery.  He  was 
taken  back  to  that  institution.
